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Tasers fired in 
robbery arrest 

■ Premier Travel, Lloyds Bank and Betfred targeted in raids 

■ 52-year-old man from town is held by armed officers 


A MAN was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of robbery yesterday 
afternoon after three raids in 
Newmarket in the space of 
two weeks. 

A 52-year-old from the 
town was held on suspicion 
of: 

■ an attempted knifepoint 
robbery at Premier Travel 
yesterday; 

■ an armed robbery at 
Lloyds Bank on the High 
Street on Thursday Novem¬ 
ber 12, where the culprit es¬ 
caped with cash after threat¬ 
ening staff with a gun; 

■ an attempted robbery at 
Betfred on Valley Way on 
Tuesday November 3, where 
staff were said to be threat¬ 
ened with a knife. 

Terrified customers and 
staff were locked in shops at 
The Guineas centre yester¬ 
day after reports that a rob¬ 
ber armed with a knife was 
trying to raid a business. 

Police were called just 
after 1.40pm and armed po¬ 
lice went to the scene. Two 
Tasers were discharged as 
they made an arrest. 

Lisa Bland, who works at 
the nearby Select store, saw 
the scene unfold. She told 
the News: “I went out to see 
what was going on and there 
were lots of police outside 
Premier Travel. 

“They were all trying to 
keep the door of the shop 
shut. I didn’t go too close be¬ 
cause I was scared. 
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“We were told to go back 
in the shop and lock the 
doors with the customers 
inside. 

“We were then told to 
let them out of the back of 
the shop and lock the back 
doors.” 

Ms Bland added: “It was 
terrifying. We were only say¬ 
ing earlier in the day with all 
these terror attacks and a 
[military] base nearby how 
scary it was and then this 
happened.” 

No staff or public were in¬ 
jured in any of the incidents, 
but some workers were left 
shaken. 

The Guineas centre was 
closed following the inci¬ 
dent, but reopened later in 
the afternoon. 

Officers with police dogs 
also went to St Mary’s Square 
in Newmarket where a prop¬ 
erty was searched in con¬ 
nection with the robberies.

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SCORPIONS, snakes, chick¬ 
ens and guinea pigs are 
some of the new faces at an 
animal management centre, 
which has opened in New¬ 
market.

Primary schools in the 
area will also be given the 
chance to visit the centre so 
they can “experience work¬ 
ing with animals from a 
young age”.

they have to travel to access 
them.” 

Courses will include 
the handling, feeding and 
grooming of animals, their 
accommodation, health, 
science, behaviour and wel¬ 
fare, amongst other things.

Schools look 
to Europe for 
new staff 


A TEACHER training group is 
targeting recruits from abroad due 
to a lack of candidates in the UK. 

Suffolk and Norfolk Initial 
Teacher Training has started 
advertising teaching jobs in 
southern Europe. 

They hope the adverts, targeting 
graduates from Italy, Portugal and 
Greece will attract untapped talent. 

The project will support 
successful applicants from south 
Europe to gain professional 
teaching qualifications in Norfolk 
and Suffolk before taking up posts 
in local schools and colleges.

Head of Newmarket Academy

profession in many key areas. 

"The academy believes that 
recruiting the very best teachers 
is vital to ensuring the very 
best possible outcomes for the 
young people of Newmarket. 

The academy would consider 
seriously any applicant who would 
contribute to the continuing 
development of the school." 


A CHRISTMAS fair is set to be 
held in Exning this weekend 
to remember a “beautiful” 
9-year-old who died from a 
brain tumour. 

Sophie Bell, from Exning, 
died after suffering an ag¬ 
gressive brain tumour. 

She was diagnosed at 8 and 
had to undergo emergency 
surgery, chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy. 

After six months, and 
as many fun days out and 
memories as possible, So¬ 
phie’s condition began to 
deterioriate and she died on 
December 27 in 2012. 

In a piece written on 
her supporters group for 
the Brain Tumour Char¬ 
ity, Sophie’s family said: “Our 
daughter Sophie was a beau¬ 
tiful girl inside and out. 

“She had the ability to light 
up a room with her smile, 
and anyone lucky enough to 
come into contact with her 
was struck by her sparkling 
personality, energy and abil¬ 
ity to engage with children 
and adults equally. 

“Although with us for too 
short a time, Sophie touched 
many people’s lives and she 
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made a positive impression 
on all those she met. We 
loved her very much and are 
not sure how we are going to 
cope now she has gone. 

“The only thing we can 
do now is to raise money for 
crucial research into brain 
tumours and hope that one 
day no families will have to 
go through what we have.” 

Now in its third year, a 
team of organisers has band¬ 
ed together to organise this 
year’s fair. 

It hopes to smash last 
year’s £3,000 total raised and 
attract more visitors. 

Organiser Natasha Gash, 
who is a friend of Sophie’s 
family, said: “For us, it’s 
about keeping Sophie’s 
memory alive which is why 
the event is being held in the 
village. It is Sophie’s home 
and we want to remember 
her and and remember who 
she was. 

“The purpose of Sophie’s 
Christmas Fair is not just to 


keep Sophie’s name alive, but 
to help raise much needed 
awareness and funding for 
Sophie’s Smile Fund, a sup¬ 
porters group of the Brain 
Tumour Charity.” 

More than 50 stalls filled 
with “all things gorgeous” 
from local artists, crafters 
and traders not found on the 
High Street will set up at Sat¬ 
urday’s event. 

Refreshments donated by 
Tesco and a raffle with prizes 
given by stallholders will be 
on offer. 

Father Christmas will also 
be coming along to meet 
children and find out what’s 
on their lists this year. 

Sophie’s Smile Fund has so 
far raised more than £51,000. 

The fair will be held on 
Saturday, November 21, be¬ 
tween 11am and 4pm at St 
Martins Church in Exning. 

Entry is £1 per person with 
children under 16 going for 
free.

A MAN from Newmarket may 
have accidentally walked into 
the path of a train while listening 
to music on headphones, an 
inquest has heard.

The new counter will also have 
longer opening hours, operating 
Monday to Friday from 8am to 8pm, 
on Saturday from 8am to 7pm, and 
on Sunday from 8am to 4pm. 

The relocation is “part of a major 
modernisation programme”, the 
Post Office said, which it said would 
“make it easier for customers to do 
business, through longer opening 
hours and modern open plan envi¬ 
ronments”. 

A Post Office spokesman said: 
“During public consultation, we 
received a small number of com¬ 
ments from customers and local 
representatives. Some feedback fo¬ 
cused on parking, space inside the 
Londis store and the level of service 
that would be available following the 
proposed change.

“We have reviewed the parking 
and there is roadside parking direct¬ 
ly outside the store, as well as further 
down Oxford Street and in nearby 
side streets. 

“We are therefore satisfied that 
parking is broadly comparable to the 
current location.” 

Will Russell, regional manager, 
said: “We understand how important 
having a Post Office is to residents in 
Exning and we are confident that 
this new modern Post Office service 
will meet the needs of the local com¬ 
munity and secure services for the 
future.” 

The date of the move will be con¬ 
firmed in December or January, the 
Post Office said.

‘Help us to get 
a defibrillator’ 
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A FUNDRAISING campaign 
has been launched to get 
Newmarket a new defibril¬ 
lator after a man suffered a 
heart attack and died. 

Newmarket Rotary Club 
is co-ordinating the appeal 
following the emergency at 
the town’s catholic church. 

Although people came to 
the man’s aid when he col¬ 
lapsed, they couldn’t find a 
defibrillator anywhere nearby, 
and he subsequently died. 

Now the club wants to com¬ 
pile a list of where these life¬ 
saving kits are sited locally, 
and raise funds to buy one for 
a central location in the town. 
It is planning to hold bucket 
collections. 

Mayor John Berry will also 
write to BT to see if its two 
defunct phoneboxes, outside 
the Memorial Hall and in the 
Market Square, could have 
the phones removed and re¬ 
placed with defibrillators. 

Rotary club chairman Rob¬ 
ert Nobbs said it had taken a 
tragedy to highlight the prob-

lem. He told the News : “When 
the incident in the catholic 
church happened people 
were trying to locate a defi¬ 
brillator, but they could not 
find one. 

“This has highlighted the 
fact that there are not enough 
defibrillators - and where are 
the ones we have? 

“Spending time going from 
one place to another looking 
for a defibrillator are valuable 
minutes. In those moments, 
time is critical.” 

He added:“We like to think 
they would be readily avail¬ 
able for anyone that needs 
them anywhere in town. 


“It’s not something we’re 
going to need every day and 
we hope we never need to use 
them, but it’s vital when we 
do.” 

The exact location of the 
new defibrillator has yet to be 
decided. Share your thoughts 
with the News if you have a 
suggested site or if you know 
where any defibrillators are 
currently stored in the town, 
and we’H pass them on to the 
club. Remember, any defibril¬ 
lator needs to be accessed at 
any time of the night or day. 

Robert added: “Something, 

I think, can be done at not a 
great expense to anyone. At 
the Rotary Club we would 
like to do this for the town. 
We want to reinvest the funds 
raised back into Newmarket.”

Patricia Hutchison, who 
lives on the Studlands estate, 
says inconsiderate drivers 
prevent her from getting to 
Tesco in Fordham Road on 
her scooter. 

Many times drivers had 
parked over drop kerbs in 
nearby Oaks Drive, blocking 
her route to the store. 

Patricia told the News : 
“The drop kerbs there are 
always blocked by people 
parking close to the shops 
because they are lazy. 

“It’s not fair. I can’t get 
to the shops without using 
my mobility buggy and this 
leaves me stranded.

Patricia, who has been dis¬ 
charged from a stay in hos¬ 
pital, said this had been an 
ongoing problem. 

“I have just come out of 
hospital and wanted to come 
out to Tesco to get some 
shopping and I couldn’t get 
across the road,” she said. 

“People think they can just 
park there and it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. But for people like me it 
does.” 

Whenever she approached 
the drivers they told her they 
had “only parked there for 
a minute” while they went 
into the shops and would not 
heed her pleas. 

While the problem is par¬ 
ticularly bad in the Oaks 
Drive area, Patricia said driv¬ 
ers should be aware of keep¬ 


ing paths and drop kerbs 
clear everywhere. 

She added: “A drop kerb is 
put in especially for people 
like us and we need them.” 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
man said: “We would urge 
drivers to consider how they 
park, and advise all motorists 
not to park irresponsibly. 

“Inconsiderate parking can 
not only cause an obstruc¬ 
tion, but it can be dangerous 
especially to pedestrians and 
those using mobility aids. 

“Police are responsible for 
on street parking and anyone 
experiencing issues such as 
this should contact Suffolk 
Constabulary on 101.”

A BURWELL mum who 
suffered horrendous head 
injuries in a car accident 
has paid tribute to her “in¬ 
spirational” gym instruc¬ 
tor who has helped her 
feel more like her old self. 

Helen McMenamin-Smith 
had been on a photography 
course with a friend on May 
25, 2013, at Branch Bank, 
Prickwillow. 

A motorbike travelling to¬ 
wards them lost control and 
crashed into Helen’s side of 
the car, slicing the top of her 
head off. 

The motorcyclist died at 
the scene. 

Helen’s car rolled over 
three times and caught fire 
and her friend, Jill, managed 
to get out and scream for 
help. Luckily, the crash at¬ 
tracted the attention of three 
passers-by, two of whom 
were RAF flight lieutenants. 

They pulled Helen from 
the smoking car with sec¬ 
onds to spare, carried her 
to the other side of the road 
and held her in the correct 
manner to stop her from 
choking on her own blood 
until Magpas and other 
emergency services arrived. 

Helen suffered severe 
head and facial injuries and 
multiple skull fractures in 
the crash and spent two 
weeks in a medically-in¬ 


duced coma, six weeks in 
semiconsciousness and two 
weeks in rehabilitation at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

When she came out she 
had to re-learn everything 
- such as the words of eve¬ 
ryday objects and even the 
names of her closest family 
and friends. 

“I was unable to do ordi¬ 
nary things like cooking,” 
said Helen, 53. 

“I lost my sense of taste 
and smell which I still 
haven’t regained. I loved 
photography before my ac¬ 
cident, but I couldn’t even 
remember how to use a 
camera. It was very difficult 
for my daughter, who was 
16 at the time and was just 
about to take her GCSEs. 

“I was unable to give her 
the support that I would 
have done if I hadn’t been 
injured. Fortunately she has 
a fantastic father.” 

Helen said getting sup¬ 
port from Headway Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, which provides 
specialist services and sup¬ 
port to people with an ac¬ 
quired brain injury, has 
made a difference in her re¬ 
habilitation. 

“I have been working with 
the gym instructor Veer for 
over a year now and he has 
helped me to get my physi¬ 
cal fitness and my confi¬ 
dence back,” she said. 

“Before I started work¬ 
ing with him I could barely 
walk to the end of my road. 


He gives everyone hope and 
the desire to improve them¬ 
selves. He really is inspira¬ 
tional. 

“The other great thing 
about Headway is that I 
meet other people who have 
been through similar things 
and there is a comfort in 
knowing that I am not the 
only one with difficulties. 

“I knew very little about 
brain injury before my ac¬ 
cident. I had no idea of the 
effects it can have on people. 

“I think the more informa¬ 
tion that is passed on about 
it, is better so that people un¬ 
derstand what brain injured 
people are going through.” 

Helen has managed to 
start taking photographs 
again and has been able to 
restart her voluntary work at 
Burwell Print Centre, which 
helps adults with learning 
disabilities. 

“It’s hard to know exactly 
how I have changed since 
the accident,” she said. 

“I am very keen to help 
people who are less fortu¬ 
nate than me. I am driving 
again, although I am more 
nervous than I was before. 

“I always think that I am 
lucky to still be around. If 
those passersby had not 
been there at exactly the 
right time, it might have 
been a different story. 

“I am determined that I 
won’t let the accident take 
away any more of my life 
than it has already.”

Motorists face 
delays amid 
gas pipe repairs 


GRIDLOCK faces drivers in 
Newmarket while a series 
of roadworks are carried out 
on two roads in the town. 

Drivers are criticising the 
long delays, which leave 
them travelling at a snails 
pace along Fordham Road, 
a major road into and out of 
the town, and nearby Exeter 
Road. 

The work is being done by 
National Grid as they carry 
out “essential gas mainte¬ 
nance”.

“On the first day I had no 
idea what the hold up was 
and I was crawling along Old 
Station Road for 25 minutes.

“People were honking 
their horns and turning 
around but whatever direc¬ 
tion you come from, you get 
caught up in it.” 

A spokesperson for the 
National Grid said: “Nation¬ 
al Grid engineers are car¬ 
rying out a major gas pipe 
upgrade on Fordham Road, 
at the junction with Fred 
Archer Way. 

“The existing metal pipes 
are being replaced with 
tough, hardwearing plastic 
pipes which will last for at 
least 80 years. 

“It is the final phase of a 
gas mains renewal project 
around the Clock Tower 
area, which began earlier 
this year. 

“This final phase of works 
was scheduled to avoid the 


busy racing season.” 

However, the spokesper¬ 
son added that they hoped 
to have the work finished 
later this week, and not the 
original end of the month 
estimate given. 

They added: “To keep eve¬ 
ryone safe, temporary traffic 
lights will continue to oper¬ 
ate. 

“Motorists are advised 
to allow extra time for their 
journeys or to find an alter¬ 
native route. 

“We would like to apolo¬ 
gise for any inconvenience 
caused and thank residents 
and motorists for their pa¬ 
tience and co-operation 
while this vital work is com¬ 
pleted.”

ICE system is 
now an app

A CONTACT system to help 
people in emergencies now 
has its own app. 

The ICE protocol was de¬ 
veloped by paramedic and 
air ambulance crew mem¬ 
ber Bob Brotchie, from 
Mildenhall. 

He came up with the 
idea for storing emergency 
contact details under ICE, 
which stands for In Case 
of Emergency, in a mobile 
phone’s address book. 

Bob said: “The purpose 
of this was that less uncon¬ 
scious, or uncommunica¬ 
tive, patients were arriving 
at the hospital as a ‘patient 
unknown’. 

“It meant that more loved 
ones would know much 
sooner where their loved 
ones were, what had hap¬ 
pened to them and where 
they were going. 

“Through this ICE con¬ 
tact, the responder could 
also learn of any pertinent

medical history, thus reduc¬ 
ing potential harm via medi¬ 
cal intervention, such as al¬ 
lergy.” 

The system has been 
widely accepted and is now 
in use across the world, 
and Bob’s original plan, 
that phone manufacturers 
would install ICE data fields 
at the point of manufacture, 
has been partially realised. 


“A major concern, though, 
is the lack of consistent ap¬ 
proach,” he said. “Even 
though many phones now 
come with a form of ICE, 
they are varied in how to 
populate the data fields and 
can be challenging for a re¬ 
sponder to access.” 

The prevelance of smart¬ 
phones has added to the 
problem, with most people 
now choosing to lock their 
screen, meaning contacts 
aren’t easily accessible. This 
is where the app comes in. 

Bob said: “Once the app 
has been downloaded, the 
user can customise their 
lock screen with relevant 
data in case they are found 
unresponsive or cannot 
communicate. 

“It even enables the user 
to take a selfie, and use this 
image on the lock screen 
thus providing confirmation 
to the responder that the 
phone does belong with the 
casualty.”

M IKE Fenna, lead guitarist in 
The Mojo Slide tells Jude 
Clarke about getting a band 
together the 21 st century 
way, the group's best moments so far 
and... being a prize-winning disco 
dancer. 

1: How long have you been 
together as a band? 

At the end of 2011 we formed, so 
almost four years now. We started the 
band in a very 21 st century way. The 
singer Mark and the drummer Mikey 
posted an advert on a website called 
joinmyband.co.uk and we met that 
way. I met up with them in Mikey's 
flat, and we wrote about six songs in 
an hour, straightaway. Then we found 
a bassist a few weeks later and then 
Matt joined the band in 2012 as well, 
so we became a five-piece. So it was 
a 21 st century start to some retro- 
sounding music. I was looking for a 
good singer, and that's what drew me 
to Mark. He's got really quite a unique, 
gritty, bluesy voice that really sang out 
to me - literally. 

2: Describe your sound/style in a 
nutshell 

We describe ourselves as: filthy 
blues rock 'n' roll, so we're blues- 
inspired, blues-rooted alternative rock 
music. 

3: Why the name? 

Originally we wanted to be The 
Mojo Rising, which is a line from a 
song by The Doors, but we then found 
there are four or five other bands who 
have gone that way already so we 
almost went through the dictionary 
trying to come up with the right word. 
Taking a ride on the Mojo Slide is 
all about getting the best out of life, 
enjoying yourself and it gave us a nice 
mental picture. 

4: Do you think coming from 
/ being based in Cambridge and 
Cambridgeshire has been more of a 
help or a hindrance? 

Being completely honest I'd say a 
hindrance, actually. Live music venues 
are closing all over the place - even 
places that we started gigging at three 


or four years ago, a lot of them are 
closed now. We also find that these 
days people don't want to pay to go 
and see live music, so that causes 
problems for the venues themselves. 
We have more success going out and 
about around Cambridgeshire in the 
pubs. We developed an acoustic set so 
that we could play at some venues that 
won't take a drum kit - that's helped 
a little bit. 

5: Where should someone who's 
not heard you before start? 

Our first single, Jesus Don't Love Me. 
It's a hard-hitting rock 'n' roll song, 
quite a simple song, but lyrically it's 
extravagantly dirty and dark. It's all 
about a guy who is living his life to the 
full. It's all about having a good time, 
and never mind the consequences. 

6: Biggest success/most exciting 
moment so far as a band? 

We were signed to a label, Do It 
Records. They've got some bands 
we've heard of signed to them, like 


Everclear and The Presidents of the 
United States of America. It was 
a big moment, although it hasn't 
transformed our lives. We've also 
played The Junction a couple of times, 
which was a highlight. We also did a 
mini-tour of London venues when we 
did our first single, like Dublin Castle 
and the Troubador and a few other. 
That was a lot of fun. 

7: A dream collaboration would 
be...? 

Robert Johnson, Jack White and 
The Red Hot Chili Peppers - let's put 
them together in some kind of crazy 
supergroup. I'd throw Johnny Cash in 
there as well - our singer would want 
me to. 

8: What was the first record (or 
track) that you bought? 

I didn't buy it but I won a junior 
school disco dancing competition 
and they gave me the prize of an LP 
by the Peach Boys, a parody of the 
Beach Boys. That was pretty appalling! 


One of the very early records I actually 
bought was Bad by Michael Jackson, 
but Five Star might have actually pre¬ 
dated that, when I was about 7. 

9: If you had to cover one song, 
what would it be; if you could pick 
any band or artist to cover one of 
your songs, what would it be? 

Our favourite one to play is probably 
Folsom Prison Blues by Johnny Cash - 
we do a very different version, much 
more up-tempo and rockier. As a 
band, we hate copycat cover versions, 
so it would have to be someone doing 
a completely different version [of one 
of our tracks]. Let's go with Jack White, 
he'd do something interesting with 
whatever we gave him. Which track 
would we want him to cover? Let's 
say Bad In Every Bone - a Wild West 
homage with a bit of a country feel. 

10: Can you suggest another local 
band or artist that we should feature 
on this page?

It's a rapidly growing area for car 
makers as they seek to make their 
vehicles more compatible with the 
smartphones that have become an 
essential item in so many drivers' daily 
lives. Yet, should we be embracing 
this technology leap or wondering if 
we really need it? 

The benefits of turning your car into 
a mobile high-tech internet provider 
are as varied as they are appealing. 
You can access emails on the move, 
the kids can stream music and video 
to keep them entertained, and it 
allows you access to all of the apps 
and functions on your phone. 

With all of this tech, it turns the car 
into one giant mobile wi-fi hotspot. 

So much so, in fact, that Vauxhall 
proudly points out the "fin" on the 
roof of the new Astra acts as a much 
stronger mobile phone aerial than the 
one in your phone, so it's better to

use the phone via the car. 

It's all very clever and there are 
undoubted safety advantages of a car 
being able to hook up to the internet. 
For instance, if you are involved in a 
collision, systems such as E-call and 
Vauxhall's OnStar can contact the 
emergency services automatically. 

However, these are automatic 
systems that can easily be allowed 
to run in the background where 
the driver is unaware of them in 
normal driving conditions. As they go 
unnoticed by the driver, they are also 
not a distraction, and this is where 
cars as mobile wi-fi hotspots and an 
extension of our phones demands 
more scrutiny. 

With so many functions, apps 
and opportunities available through 
a smartphone now, it is a huge 
temptation for drivers to make use 
of them when driving. Take these 
functions away and the driver may 
feel cheated out of a huge library of 
music, email and texts on the move. 



IN-CAR WIFI: Cars aren't smartphones 


However, while some might feel 
cheated, they will actually have much 
more time to devote to their driving 
and awareness of what is going on 
around them. This is the crux of the 
matter. 

The law says we aren't allowed to 
use a handheld mobile phone when 
driving in the UK. We are allowed to 
hold a cigarette, though, or a drink, 
and nobody has been prosecuted 
for plucking a sweet from the packet 
while driving. It is not the physical 
act that is necessarily distracting, 
but the amount of mental power 


devoted to the task. 

Picking a sweet from a packet is 
simple and you very quickly return 
your hand to the steering wheel and 
your mind to the job of driving. 

Use a mobile phone when driving 
and you need one hand to hold the 
phone and that is clearly dangerous. 
What is more dangerous, however, is 
the amount of brain power required 
to hold a conversation while driving 
and how much that distracts the 
driver from controlling the car. 

If you add in the extra distractions 
of listening to email messages and 
texts being read out by the car, 
alongside choosing music and a route 
for the satnav, and you have a raft of 
tasks that rob the driver's attention 
from the road ahead. 

Banning wi-fi in cars is not an 
option, nor practical, but there is 
another solution: switch off your 
phone when driving. With your phone 
switched off, your brain will be fully 
switched on to the job of driving and 
that is the best safety system you can 
have in a car.

“I decided for the safety of my staff 
- jockey Danny Brock and Jane Smith 
and the box driver Michael -1 thought 
it was the correct thing to get them out 
of that area,” said Chapple-Hyam. 

“We were very fortunate to have put 
them into the stables of a Japanese 
trainer. He has kindly given us a stable 
at his yard in Chantilly. 

“Jane heard all the ambulances and 
police sirens on Friday night and was 


awake and alert to it, but I just wanted 
to get them out of that area. 

“The race has been rescheduled 
for Friday. Luckily my owner (of The 
Twisler) has a quick delivery business 
and has left here with another week’s 
supply of hay, feed, saddles, skull caps 
and back protectors to take down to 
Chantilly now. 

“It’s horrific what’s happened and it’s 
going to happen again somewhere in 
the world, but it shouldn’t make us all 
locked up in our houses. We’ve got to 
try to carry on. 

“We will do our training up there 
for the week and I’ll probably go over 
there on Thursday.” 


France-Galop has made other 
changes to the race programme 
following the atrocities.

Saturday’s abandoned Saint-Cloud 
card were scheduled to be run at 
Compiegne today. 

The three feature events that should 
have taken place at Auteuil last Sunday, 
including the Prix Reneaud du Vivier 
and the Prix Marc Anthony, have been 
switched to this Sunday.
